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ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 1-17 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited references 
taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a calibration device for 
calibrating linear velocity and track pitch for an optical disc drive which has a bit-clock 
generator a calculator for calculating linear velocity and track pitch which includes "a 
data amount counting unit counting the pulses of bit-clock signal for each motor 
freguencv generator pulse to generate a data amount and calculating linear velocity and 
track pitch according to data amount AND motor frecuencv generator pulse. Also bit- 
clock signal having a freguencv higher than that of a reproduced signal ". It is noted that 
the closest prior art, Van Den Enden (US patent 6,690,640) shows a remarkably similar 
apparatus which also shows a bit-clock generator fig. 2, unit 30], a frequency divider 
unit 35 [similar to claim 2 of the application]. Also rotation number based on inputted 
linear velocity and track pitch are well known as shown by Tagiri US patent 5,780,982. 
However Van Den Enden and Tagiri fails to disclose bit-clock being supplied to a 
counter for generating a data amount and a calculator for calculating linear velocity and 
track pitch according to both the data amount and motor frequency generator pulse. 
Similarly the above combination or other prior art of record fails to disclose calculating 
track pitch according to linear velocity, value of second data amount and track jumping 
equation and step of determining the type of optical recording medium on which these 
steps are performed.
